The wounded man when shot fell to 


tbe ground, and his friends, while 
supporting him, ware fired upon from 
tbe capitol building four times. None 
of the ebots took effect. Tbe wounded 
man was taken to bis room in the 
hotel, where bis wound was examined. 
The physicians who mi de the examin- 
ation stated that the wound was not 
necessarily fatal. 


There was great excitement in tbe 


city after the shooting occurred. .There 
was no lawlessness, and at present 
writing no trouble is anticipated. 
There has beeu much feeling over tbe 
contest by Goebel for the governor- 
ship, which has culminated in a very 
cowardly way. A man ia under arrest 
who is charged with tbe shooting, but 
it is not certain that he la tbe assassin.
